WVben Urias was ſlaine, and Dauid 
had taken Berſabe his wife, the 


thing ſozely diſpleaſed God, wherfoꝛe he 
ſent Nathan the Pꝛophet, to warne him 
to putte hir away. But Nathan daring 


not openly to tell the matter to him be⸗ 
ing a king, and taken in loue: vſed this 
inſinuation, There were (quoth he) two 
men in one Citie, the one very riche, ha⸗ 
uing ol his owne two heards of beaſtes, 
and as many flockes of ſhcepe, the other 
pmꝛe, and had but one only Lamb, which 
he bꝛoughte vp with his childꝛen, and it 
bſed to eate with them. And when a 


ftraunger came to this riche manne, he 


would not ſlay any of his own flocke foz 
his gueſtes ſupper, but toke this poze 
mannes Lambe, to entertaine him with⸗ 


all. This thing when Dauid greatly 
mill iked, and ſapde, that ſuche a fellowe 


coulve not be to muche puniched, which 


hauing ſs many of his owne, woulde ſo 


vniutle take the p@2e mannes Lambe:

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Nathan pzonoiinicedenen that onely he 

had committed the like face, - |

And of the Adulterers whiche medled 
with hir, the one llew him ſelle, the other 
the suerſters of the Temple, cauſed to be 
executed openly in the markette place. 
But this is not fo be foꝛgotten, thzoughe 
hir defaulf, in offering ſacrifice after hee 
was thus polluted: Rome was generally 
plagued, ſo that wemen with childe, to⸗

neſſe of the woma, and the great ſumme | 


Which ſher required, turned from hir, and 
ſaid, wil neuer buy repentace ſo deare. 
C yan ppus of Syracuſe, foz that he did 
ſacrifice to all the gods but Bacchus, was 
by him ſtricken with ſuche a dzunken⸗ 


neſſe, that meting his owne daughter 


Cyane in the darke, he defiled hir. But 
be, to the intent he might after know 
who it was with whome ſhe had to doe, 
toke a ring off his ünger, thereby percei- 
ning that it was hir owne father.

It happened that M. Craſſus making

Semiramis the A ſſirian Quitne, caus 
ſed in hir life time a Bepulcher to ber 
made, and therein engraued, that what 
King ſo euer ſhoulde want-mony, might 
open the graue ſtone, and take inoughe. 
Which inſcription Darius king of Lerſia 
reading, opened it, but money-there he 
kdunde none, onlye there was a ſcrolle 
wherein it was wzytten : Onleſſe thou 
were a naughtie manne, and vnreaſona- 
ble Couetous of money, thou wouldeſt 
neuer 
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" neuer haue opened the ſepulchzes of the Lib. . 
| dead,to haue ſought it. 


Orætes & Perſian, imagining howe fo 
deſtroye Polychrates a Perſian Lozde, 
with whome he was at ſtrife, remem⸗ 
bzing him to be very greedie of money, 
ſenta Legate, to perſuade him to take 
his parte againfte Cambiles, pꝛomiſing 


him loz his rewarde, great aboundance 
ol golde, and that he ſhoulde not thincke 


this pꝛomiſle vaine, oꝛ of none effecte, he 
willed him, fo ſende ſome kreende of hys, 
to ſes the Treaſure, whereof he ſhoulde 
be partaker, Yerevppon Polychrates 
ſenfs Mæander his ſcribe, vnto whome 
Orætes ſhe wed eighte cheſtes filledwith 
ffones,. and couered ouer wyth golde. 
With tbe which golden baite, Po:ychra- 
tes moued, came vntoOrztes,and ſo was 
faken,aud'crucified to death, 

Ceſcilius Baſſus bozng in Carthage, 
came vnto Nero, and tolde him that in 
a fielde of his, he hadde founde a wonde⸗ 
rous deepecaue, and therin great ſtoꝛe ot 


hidden treaſure, whiche he ſuppoſed to 


be of me hiding: Nero ſtraighte⸗ 
ü B. iiij. wapes 
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wayes gining credite vnto thys: fale» 
with all expedition ſent amany to fetche 
this treaſure. The oꝛatoꝛs in themeans 
ſeaſon greatly commended Nero, ſaying 
that he was a Pꝛince moſte foztunate, 
and moſte intirely beloued of the Gods, 
in whole time treaſure ſo long hidden, 
ſhould nowe be renealed, wherefoze he 
in hope of this new found treaſure, fraks 
ly ſpent and conſumed his ſubſtance at 
home. But in fine, when they wer come 
vntothe field where this freaſure ſhould 
be, Ceſellius bzought them frõ this place 
to that place, to ſceke the caue, and ſo 
whena great compante of moiners wer 
tome togither in vaine, he fained himſelf 
ta be freie, and ſaid that his dzeame had 
Lib neuer decetued him, vntil nowe.

Y\/Venthe fathers tonſcript, and tbe 
FNmane people were at variance B EY 1 
betwene themſeluts, the fathers thought 
io ſend one Menenius Agrippa, an e⸗ 
loquent ©zatoz, and well be loued of the 
people, to make them it᷑ it mighte be, at 
one again, who being admitted into their 
tentes, made his Oꝛation in this wile; 
On a time (quoth he) when the partes al 
man did not conſent as nowe they doe, 
but euery part folowed their owne couns 
ſell, ſaving a doing as they thought god: 
the reſidue of the members complained 
| and (aide, _ by the care, laboure, and 
ſeruice 
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leruice ofthe other parts was pampered 
andnouriſhed, and ſo the reſt toke the 
paines,and the belly enjoyed all the pleas 
fare, Wherfoze they concluded among 
themſelues, that neither the hands ſhuld 
reache the meat vnto the mouth, neither 
the mouthe receiue it, no2 yet the tiethe 
deuide it. But hereby whileſt they thou⸗ 
ghte to tame the belly, they bꝛoughte not 

only it, but alſe them ſelues to extreme 


penurie. This tale of Agrippa fo pꝛeuai- 


led wyth the people, that he cauſed them 
to ho ene them ſelues wyth the De 
nate. 

Likewiſe plutarch wzyting of the life 
of Agis, by a like tale declareth what 
miſchtele commeth by dilcozde. It haßpe⸗ 
ned (ſaythe he) that the taile of the @er- 


pent raiſed ſedition againſt the head, de- 


firing that he might another while haue 
the guiding ofthe body, and not alwapes 
to be guided by the head. Wherin obtai⸗ 
ning his requeſt, and hauing no eyes to 
guide him, and going he wotte not whe⸗ 
ther, not onelp hurte him ſelke: but alſs 
bicauſe the heade contrary to the lawe of 
nature, was content to obey and _—_ 
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ſoblinde a guide : be was made partaker 
of tho ſame milcheske, 
Leontius Biſhop of ¶ÆAntioche, in that 
great Sinode which was kept there con- 
ore the eſtabliſhing of Chziſtian 
faithe, ſeeing their controuerſie to be like 
togrowe vnto a ſedition, e fearing plains 
ly to cxp2efle his minde: he ſtroned his 
head being full of white haires, and ſaid: 


After this ſnowe is thawed, we are like 


te haue muche duͤrte, by which wozves 
asit wer in a riddle, he foꝛetold that that 
diſtozde wouloe growe to diſſention, and 


that the anthozs of that bzabbling ſhould 


neuer conſente with the reſidue of the 
multitude, Lycoſthenes, pag. 252, 
Amongſte the L cedominians, when 
two bꝛethꝛen fell at diſcoꝛde, the officers 
merſed their father, bicauſe he diſſembled 
the matter, thincking god to beare with 
the yong men, and to impute the faulte, 
which th2ough they bote age, tbey com⸗ 
mitted vnto the negligence ok the father, 
in whole power it ſtede to fozſee that no 
ſuche controuerſte ſhould ariſe betwene 
his childzen, a 
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. the duetie of — 
lers to their Maſters. 


Vcius comming fo Rome, chaunced to 
-mete with Anthonius the Emperoz, 
of whom demaunding whether he went, 
- andWhat buſineſle he had that way? an⸗ 
rhonius anſweared him, Jknowe it is no 
dichoneſtie fo2 an olde manne to learne, 
whiche cauſeth me to gos to Xextus the 
amb ph that of him J maye learne 
the things w hich vet J knowe not. At 
which woꝛdes of his, Lucius wondering, 
helde vp his handes, and ſapde: Good 
Lorde this olde man like a childe goeth to 
Lycoſthe- ſchole vvith a table in his handes, vvhereas 
nes,pa,2$4, ure kin 15 Alexander, beeing but thirtie 
Oaks. - yeres olde is already dead. Verein muſte 
ſtrato. IA ned des moꝛze commend this Emperoꝛs 
ſtudie and modeſtie, than Lucius his lt 
tence and libertie. 
Salſinys lulianus tbe Empero2, being 
famous as well foz his ſtudie in the ciuill

man, boughte him, and bzoughte hym 
home, committing bys childzen vnto 
him to ſer them inſtraced, and bzonght 
vp in the liberall Sciences. Who recey- 
uing them, dyd liberally inſtructe and 
bzing them vp. And firſt he let fozthe 
fo2 them the ſeuen ſciences, Afterwards 
he taught them to ryde, to bende a bow; 
and caſte a ling, with diuers other des 
des of adiuitie. Beſides this, he pꝛoui⸗ 
dsd that they ſhoulde learne all the belt 
ſentences out of Poets and other god 
authozs. Ve taught them to ſerue their 
father at his table, to bo contente with 
courſe meate, and to dzinke water. And 
whereas other dyd weare their heirs 
long fo2 a pꝛide, be tauſed them to bs ſha⸗ 
uen, and when they went abode, to goe 
with their heire vnkempt, no coates on 
their backe, no2 ſhoes on their fete, and 
fo taught them, that he was reuerenced 
of them, and highly comended ok Xenia-

U Lycurgus,which made p Lacedemonian Bruſon. li. a2. 
lawes, indeuozing fo bꝛing the citizens cap. 38. 
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fro their riot t exceſſe, vnto a moze tems 
perat & better trade of life, to make the 
deſirous of honeſty c vertue:bꝛought vp 
two whelps,which he take of one bitch, 
t wer litred at one time. Wherof þ one 
he bꝛought vp at home W delicat fare, the 
other he daily exerciſed in hating abzod. 
After he had thus bzoughte them vp, he 

bzought the both foꝛth with him beloꝛe 
the people, then ſetting by them meat to 
fede on, whileſt ech of the fell therto, he 
ſodenly put foꝛth a hare, wherfoꝛe when 
the dog which had bene exerciſed in that 
trade, ſaw hir, be began with ſwift ſperd 
to make after, but the other, accoꝛding to 
his educatið, fel ſtil to his meat. Lo (quad 
Lycurgus) ſ& you not theſe whelps, who 
although they are bothe of one kinde, 
yet what dinerſitie there is in them 
by reaſon of their education? and that 
exerciſe dothe moze pꝛeuaple vnto the 
uͤttainement of honeſty, than education. 
Some ſay that theſe two whelpes were 
not boch of one kind, but that p one came 
of a maſt ite, the other of a grayhounde,

and that he exerciſed the maſtife fo hüt, 
 andſuffced the graphounde to tarry at

tizens, our noble ofſpꝛing, whiche the 
common ſozte commende and wonder 
at, ſaping that we came of the ſtocke of 
that noble Hercules, ſhal nothing auaile 
vs, onleſſe we learne and exerciſe ſuche 
boneſt, vertuous, and noble derdes as 
that notable and famous man did. This 
wiſe man founde a wap, that whereas 
the multifude are not fitte foz Philoſo- 
pbicall reaſons, he might by a familiar 
example, as it were, ſette the image of 
vertue befoze their eyes. Foz common- 
ly the thinges which we ſ& with our 
eyes, do moze moue vs, than that we 
heare ſpoken of others. But that which 


be did in this citie, that may cuery houſ⸗ 


holder do in his owne familie, and eue⸗ 
ry ruler in his owne companie, Nature 
is of greate fozce , but coucaticy is of 
greater fozce. Foz that can amende a 
naughtie nature, and make it. and the 
faultes that tome by birthe, we can = 
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dawithall,but to inttruds and amends. 
them by education, that may we do. 
Alexander being but yet a flripling, 
ſaw Philip hts father about to caſt away 
a hozſe, bicauſe he was ſo ficrce that he 
wuld ſuffer no body to take his back, Set 
(quod he) what a hoꝛſe theſe caſt away, 
foz wante of knowledge howe to vie 
him. And whon he had ſo ſaide, he came 
to the hozſe, and with great ſkil by faire 
meanes he ſo dealt with him, that in the 
ende he got on his backe, and ſoftly with 
ſtrapning the bit, he ran acourſe,and res 
toꝛed backe againe. Wherfoze at the res 
turning, as he was aboute to alight, bis 
father imbzaced and kiſſed him, ſaping: 
It were god reaſon my ſonne, to get thes 
an other kingdome, foz Macedoma ſhall 
not be able to contayne thee. The wyſe 
man foꝛſawe, that the fathers kingdoms 
would not ſuffize ſo wiſe and baliaunt a 
childe. But the hozſe warneth vs of mas 
ny god wits, which foz want ofſkil ars 
caſt away : by reaſon that ſuche as haue 
charge of them, not knowyng howe to 
deale with couragious hozlles , maks Lico 1 
tame aſſes, Ex Eraſ. li. i, ae Pa. In, 
cer⸗ 
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Lixo, pa, 31. , A certen-man beeing accuſed foz bea⸗ 

re finghisfather,vefended his impious act 

in this ſozt, Mhen he was a pong mi be 
beat his father (quod he) this my ſonne 
when he commeth to age will beat me, 
foz it tõmeth ſo to vs by kind.

it commonly come to paſſe, that like as 
wos behaue our ſelues to our parents, ſo

Leonidas Anaxandridas his ſon, going 
to warrs againſt the Perſians, when hys 
wife Gorgon aſked him what cõmaun⸗ 
demẽt he would giue hir at his parting :

The Fable whereof is thys: On a 
tyme the Larke hauing vongones in a 
toꝛne fielte which began to ware ripe, 
when ſhe ſhoulde flee abzcave to ſteke 
meat, ſhe warned them to herken what 
news they could hear, and at bir coming 
home to certifie hir thereof. It happend 
in the means ſeaſon that the owner of 
the fielve came thether with hys ſonne 
to ſe his cozne, ſaying this gere is ripe, 
und it is tyme that it were nowe cutte 
downs : wherefoze to mojrow moꝛning 
betunes 
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betimes gde vnto my friendes, and de 
fire kdem chat J maye haue their helps 
to diſpatths this buſineſte: whyche thing 
che ſonns atctoꝛdingip dyd, and they no 
doubt pompſod their apde. .Whorefoze 
at npabtr when the Larke came home, 
all: hiribiroes beganne to dutter aboute 
hir, tetling bir what they hadde bearde; 
And deſiring that ſh& woulde inconti⸗ 
nent carrie them to ſome other place, 
but the willed them be contente, and bad 
them hearken the nerf day what newes 
they toulde heare. The nexte daye the 
godman and hys Sonne came a fielde, 
wayting when his friendes woulde ap 
peare,butthere came nobodie. Mhere⸗ 
foze he ſapde agapne vnto hys Bonne, 
goe to my Coſens and Rinſfolke, and des 
ſtre them to mozrowe moꝛning to come 
and helpe me reaps my coꝛne.

The 
nete daye the Coſens came not: wher⸗ 
foze the godman ſayde, farewell friends 
and kinſfolke, let vs truſte fo our ſclues, 
oe thou my Donne and pꝛouide two 
bokes,onec foz thy ſelfe, and an other foz 
me, and we two to mozrowe will reape 
it sur ſelues. When the Larke hearde 
of this, nay now (quoth ſhe) it is time to 
get vs packing, and ſo ſhe immediately 
bareaway hir youg ones, Ex &1opo. 
-Zopirus cauſed his noſe and his eares 
to be cutfe off, and making as though he 
; were ſome other of the / erſian pzinces; 
he wente vnto Palylon, and there com⸗ 
playned, that Darius hadde ſo cruelly 
delte wyth him, deſiring them to take 
bengeace on him. And ſo pꝛeuailed with 
them that they leuteda power, and made 
him chiefe ruler of their Armie, and ſo 
bp this meanes betrayed Babylon vnto 
„Darius his friende. But afterwardes 
s | Darius . often ſay, that he adde 
| rather 
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rather haue Zopirus whole agayne,than 
the tõqueſt of ahundꝛed F46:40ns. Muth 
vnlike ſuch Pꝛinces whiche make moꝛze 
of a diſarde, a hozſe,oz a dogge, than ol 
an honeſt faythfull and learned — 
Alſo Darius finding faulte with 

eltie ol Zopirus towards himſelt, — 
ſay that by a foule face he hadde gotten 
bimſelfa fair name. Ex Plurarcho & lu- 
ftino | in Lib.1. 

Scipio the ponger following the ads 
uile of Polibius, endeuozed neuer to re⸗ 
turne out of the market befoze be hadde 
made ſome ot them whom he met there, 
to become his verie friend. Plurarchus 
in Reg. Apoth. 

- When Nicocles and Photion being 
perfite kriendes, were condemned fo die 
of poyſon, Nicocles deſired Photion to 
ſafer him firſte to taſte of this deadely 
dzinke, who anſwered. Albeit kriende 
Nicocles this requeſt of thyne is hard, 
pet muſt Jne&desgraunt it ther, to who 
in all my lite hetherto J neuer denped 
ought. So great agriele it is where true 
friendſhippe is, to ſ& the deatbe of his 
friend, Plutarch. in Grz. Apoth.

yon it was tolde Auguflus that 


Curotes his ſteward of Agip hay 
bonghte a tame Quayle, whiche was 
ines edthe paſſing(t fighting birde in 
all the Countrie, and after he had bow:

ſent foz his Ste warde, and pꝛouing this 
repozte to be true, he commaunded that 
he ſhoulde be faſtned to the maſte of a 
chip and there to dye. Accompting him 
vnwoꝛthie to line, who foz his glutto⸗ 
nous appetite woulde kyll a bird, whoſe 
life woulde haue ſhewed many menne 
much paſtime and pleaſure. 

When it was tolde Scipio that a cer⸗ 
fayne pong man bydding Gueſtes to a 
banquet, hadde made cakes lyke vnto 
the Cittie, and termed it (art hage : hs 
toke thys yong mans hozſe from hym, 
and when he demaunded hym what be 
mente thereby « whye quod Scipio, 
dyddeſt thou kpzſte take awape Car- 
thage from me and eat it? And ſo with

Cyrus in Xenophon rebuked Atia. 
ges his Orandfather foz his excefſe in de- 
licate fare. But Aſtiages anſwered bim, 
if thon dyddeſt onte talte ok thys, my 
Sonne, thou wouldeſt like it — 
lous well: and howe ſhoulve J like of it 
quoth Cyrus whereas thou doeſt ſo much 
abhoꝛ re it? Foz when thou takeſt bzeade 
thou neuer wipeſt thy fyngers after it:

When Caius Furnius was made fr,

Wherefoze ſome of them accuſed hym, 
that he had by witchcrafte gotten other 
mennes Coꝛne into hys fielde. - At the 
day therfoze of his appearance, be bzou- 
ght all hishuſbandzte twles with hym, 
Ape bzoughte bis Daughter beeinga ioly 
buſwike, and we lapparelled, hys plow- 
thaynes ſtrong and well made, his cul⸗ 
ter, ſhare, and other inſtrumentes mete 
loꝛ a god huſbande,and hys Dren migh- 
tie and full of fleſhe, and ſapde: loe hers 
are my charming inſtrumentes whyche 
bought my field ſo god encreaſe, and ſg 
he was releaſed, Ex Plin. Lib 1 f. cap. 16. 
Bruſon. Lib. 3. cap. * FIT 

Antiphiles enuping Apelles, accuſed 
hym fo Prolome, (who loued him ve rie 
well, that be wente to Tyre, and there 
ſtirred the king to Rebellion, and ſaide 
that al the buũneſſe which was -betwene 
the 7 irians and E 78 came by means 


at this Apelles. Ptolome beleuing this 


tale, began to cal Apelles traitaur and 


rebel. But afterwards when one of the 
Tirian 
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- Tirien captinesſwoze,that Apelles was 


falfly accuſed,e that he neither madenoz 
medled therein: Prolome repented him 
that euer he had fo ſaid, and foz amends, 
gaue Apelles a hundzed Talentes, and 
this Antiphiles to be his bondman, A 
mf reward ol a lying and enutons var- 
let, and a notable example foz Pzinces 
to beware, ſo lightely to giue credite to 
pickthankes and tell tales. Bruſonius
